On March 20, I969, ABBOTT HOFFMAN was indicted by- a 
Federal Grand Jury (FGJ), Chicago, charged with a violation 
of the Antiriot Laws (ARL), Title 18, United States Code (USC), 
Sections 2101 and 371. HOFFMAN was charged with conspiring 
wi1h others, and himself traveling in interstate commerce 
from outside Illinois, to Chicago, Illinois, with the intent 

to incite, organize, promote and encourage, a riot and ^ 

thereafter, on or about August 26, 1968, at Lincoln Park, 
Chicago, Illinois, and on or about August 27, 19^8, at Lincoln 
Park, Chicago, Illinois, and on or about August 29> 19^8, at 
Grant Park, Chicago, Illinois, he did speak to assemblages of 
persons for the purposes of inciting, organizing, promoting, 
and encouraging a riot* 

Trial in this matter commenced in Chicago, Illinois,* 
on September 24, 1969, and on February 18, 1970, HOFFMAN was 
found by a Jury to be guilty of Section 2101 of the above 
statute, as related to his own travel interstate for the purposes 
as noted. On February 20, 1970, he was sentenced by United 
States District Court (USDC) Judge JULIUS J. HOFFMAN, trial 
judge in this case, to five years in the custody of the 
Attorney General (AG), fined $5,000.00 and court costs. 



m 
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In addition, as a result of his conduct and statements 
in court during this trial, HOFFMAN was found toy USDC Judge 
HOFFMAN to toe clearly a dangerous individual and on February 14, 
1970, was sentenced to a total of eight months and fourteen days 
in the custody of the AG for twenty-four separate instances of 
summary contempt of court. Bond was denied on tooth the 
contempt and ARL convictions. 

On February 28, 1970, the United States Seventh 
Circuit Court of Appeals, Chicago, Illinois, ordered ABBOTT 
HOFFMAN and those convicted with him admitted' to bail, with 
the provision that he not travel outside the state of his 
residence (New York), without notifying the United States 
Marshal (USM), Chicago, Illinois, further that he was not 
to travel outside the continental United States without the , 
express approval of the Court of Appeals. 

On November 12, 1970, the United States Court of 
Appeals ordered a hearing be held in USDC, Chicago, Illinois, 
before Judge JULIUS J. HOFFMAN, to inquire into deliberations of the 
jury in the case. This Court of Appeals order was based on a length: 
motion filed with the Court of Appeals earlier by counsel for 
the defendants, alleging that the jury was in effect co-ercedlnto 
a guilty finding through remarks made during its delibV rations by 
Deputy United States Marshals in charge of the Jury, also that 
information concerning communications to the trial judge (Judge 
HOFFMAN) by the Jury, regarding its inability to reach a verdict, 
was not made available to the defendants or their counsel. 

On November 18, 1970, a Special Agent (SA), of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation (FBI), observed the arrival of ABBOTT 
HOFFMAN at O'Hare International Airport, located in the north 
suburban area of Chicago, . Illinois via Delta Airlines flight 
387 from Atlanta, Georgia. Upon disembarking from this flight, 
he was met by representatives of the Chicago news media and numerous 
persons dressed in "hippie" garb. 

The November 19, 1970, edition of the "Chicago Sun 
Times", a dally Chicago, Illinois newspaper, under the toyline 
of PAUL MALLOY, contained an article entitled "Uninhitoited, untoathed 
Abtoie flits into Chicago for hearing". The article reflected that 
ABBOTT HOFFMAN, described as groggy and unshaven, had flown in 
from Tallahassee, Florida where he had given a speech. HOFFMAN 
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"was brimming with plans for a crusade to Vietnam, where the 
youth of the world would negotiate a peace - *or else 1 ", according 
to the article. He was noted to have said 'to the press at O f Hare 
upon his arrival that American members of his party — -students, 
lawyers and doctors" - would confer in the next four months with 
their counterparts in Japan, Mexico and Latin America, co- 
ordinate plans and then journey to Vietnam to work out details 
for a peace treaty* 

The article related that HOFFMAN had stated that if 
United States troops are not out of Vietnam by April 25 $ (no year 
noted), then the Yippies would arrange to be in Washington, D.C., 
en masse on May 1* KOrrMAN, according to this article, was not 
explicit about the nature of this demonstration, describing it 
once as an "attack" and later as a H confrontation" «, When asked 
by a reporter what form the ff attack" would take, the article 
quotes him as stating., "We have lots of weapons"* - ' 

HOFFMAN reportedly was jft Chicago, Illinois, for hearings 
to begin November 19, 1970 on whether any of the jurors in the 
Chicago 7 Conspiracy trial received improper communications during 
x.neir aeiioeraiigiis. nega.ru nig, tuese iwarxugs, aw renin nttu swtieu 

"We always though* the jury is the highest authority in the 
courtroom, but Judge Wha^s-His-Name (HOFFMAN) didn't think so." 
The article continued that HOFFMAN described four of the Jurors 
as sympathetic to the defendants during the trial, and hoped 
that at the hearings they would reconfirm their sympathy. 
"We always had the feeling that if the jury had considered all the 
evidence we would have been freed. So I hope those jurors 
stick to their guns", he is quoted as stating. 

At one point, the article described HOFFMAN further 
as at times somber and at times bursting into unexplained 
laughter. He had interrupted the brief press conference on one 
occasion to state, "Man, have I got a headache. Has anybody 
here got any acid." * 

On November 19> 1970 «id November 20, 1970, ABBOTT HOFFMAN 
vas observed by ^ASof the FBI in the United States District Court- 
room of Judge Julius hOfjwAN, where the above referred to hearings 
took place, sitting at the defense counsel table throughout both 
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days hearing sessions. 

2. Arrest In Chicago, Illinois • 

The "Chicago Daily News", a Chicago > Illinois daily 
newspaper, in its November 9> 1970 issue on page 1, column 1, 
contained an article entitled "High Court Won't Hear Abbie Plea". 

This article which is datelined "Washington" stated 
as follows: 

"The Supreme Court Monday refused lu review -the 
conviction of Yippie leader Abbie Hoffman, who was arrested in 
Chicago in 1968 because he had an obscene four- letter word painted 
on his forehead. 

"In a brief order without comment, the. court let stand 
a trial court opinion that acquitted Hoffman of disturbing the 
peace but convicted him for resisting arrest. 

"Hoffman Is free on $25,000 bond for contempt of court in 
the Conspiracy 7 trial. 

"Hoffman was arrested Aug. 28, 1968 in Chicago after a 
woman flagged down a squad car and told tC-ree officers that 
Hoffman had an obscenity written in red on his forehead. Hoffman 
said he offered no resistance." 

The "Chicago Tribune", a Chicago, Illinois daily news- 
paper, edition of November 20, 1970, contained an article noting 
that a hearing had been held that date in Municipal Court, 
Chicago, before Judge KENNETH WENDT, at which Judge WENDT had 
refused a motion made by a local attorney on ABBOTT HOFFMAN'S 
behalf, calling for a new trial on a conviction for resisting 
arrest during the Democratic National Convention in Chicago in 
August, 1968. Judge WENDT had then set December 3, 1970, for 
HDFFMAN to surrender and begin serving a fifteen day jail sentence 
imposed earlier on that conviction. \ ,\ 
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Cook County 

States Attorneys Office, 2bth and California^ Chicago, advised 
that HOFFMAN had been originally convicted by Judge WENDT, in 
a bench trial on January 28, 19^9, in Mass Arrest Court, Chicago. 
'He was sentenced t.o one year probation on the charge of resisting 
arrest, August 28, 1968 with the first fifteen days to be served 
in Cook County Jail. 

He advised that this conviction had been upheld 
•March 2b, I97O by the Illinois Supreme Court. The conviction 
was then appealed to the United States Supreme Court, which on 
November 9, 1970 denied HOFFMAN a hearing on the conviction. 
On November 19, 1970, in Judge WENDT's court, counsel for HOFFMAN 
had moved for a new trial, however, that motion was denied by 
the court and the case was then continued to December 3, 197O 
at which time HOFFMAN was ordered to appear to commence serving 
• the fifteen day sentence imposed. 

jfl l.d vised that the 

subject miW^^ffll^r^^HflHfENDT 1 s court, had been taken into 
custody by Cook County Authorities, and had subsequently been 
incarcerated at Cook County Jail, Chicago. 

An SA of the FBI observed the subject's appearance 
in Municipal Court, December 3, 1970. There were no incidents 
surrounding this appearance. 

In this connection, "Chicago Today" a daily Chicago 
newspaper, edition of December 3, 1970, contained an article 
entitled, "Abbie Put in Jail Here." The article referred to the 
subject's surrender in Judge WENDT's court, and noted he had 
stood silent, solemn and unshaven as the Judge had warned him 
that an infraction of his probation, upon his release from 
Jail in fifteen days, would result in his being returned to 
.•Jail for the remainder of the year's period. 



of Cook County gun I cur;, Chicago, aa vised tnat on December 
n 15,, 1970, HOFFMAN had been released from CCJ two days early, 
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having been granted this two days as a result of his 
"good behaviour" while a prisoner here. Upon his release, 
HOFFMAN had indicated his intention to return immediately 
to his residence in New York City, New York. 

On December 16, 1970, the "Chicago Daily News," 
carried an article entitled "Abbie 'Good,' Leaves Jail 2 D a ys 
Early." The article quoted RICHARD ENGLISH, Superintendent of 
CCJ, as stating "He was a good prisoner. We've had him here 
before and he has never caused trouble." 

According to this article, HOFFMAN had worked in 
the jail's kitchen during his period of confinement. After

B. Canada 



On January 6., 1971 , Assistant United States Attorney . 
(AUSA) JAMES BREEN, Northern District of Illinois, made avail- 
able a copy of a motion filed on January 5^ 1971> by counsel 
acting for HOFFMAN, with the United States Court of Appeals (USCA) 
for the Seventh Judicial Circuit, Chicago. 

In this motion, HOFFMAN requested permission of the USCA 
to travel to Canada from on or about January 12, 1971 through 
on or about January 15 > 1971. The purpose o,f this travel was to 
fulfill the following invitations: 

a) January 13, 1971 - To appear on a television 
show called M Under Attack 11 , which is being presented by Screen 
Gems. This show will be produced at the University of Western 
Ontario in London, Ontario, Canada. 
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b) January 14, 1971 - To epeak at Dalhousie University, 
Halifax, Nova Scotia, for the American Program Bureau. 

c) January 15, 1971 - To speak for the American 
Program Bureau at Loyola University in Quebec, Province of 
Quebec, Canada. 

AUSA JAMES BREEN further advised that on January 
5, 1971 the USCA had issued an order authorizing HOFFMAN 1 s 
travel to Canada as requested. 

The "New York Post", a New York City daily newspaper 
in its January 13, 1971 issue on page 4 contained an article 
entitled "Abbie & His Huskies Charging on Canada", which stated 
in part as follows: , 

"Not too many people are declared unwelcome in Canada, 
but then not too many people are like Yippie leader Abbie Hoffman. 

"So sometime today in Buffalo, Hoffman will try to force 
his way past border guards, having been denied entry into Canada 
under a rarely invoked section of the immigration law that bars 
persons convicted of crimes ♦involving moral turpitude.' 

"Hoffman, who promises to have a band of Yippies on hand 
for support, plans to cross the appropriately named Peace Bridge, 
connecting Buffalo with Fort Erie, Ont., and 'let them tell me 
to my face that I can't come in.' 

"After all, he says, » there are two sides to every bridge 

"•The only time you 1 re welcome in Canada is if you're 
an American imperialist bent on drinking Canada dry,' he went 
on. 'They welcome you and your money.' 

t 

"More is involved, though, than Hoffman's spending 
habits, said Canadian government officials', who banned 
the Chicago 7 trial defendant while having greeted numerous 
other radicals and hundreds of American draft reslsters. 
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• "Immigration Minister Otto Lang's decision yesterday 

to deny Hoffman an entry permit was apparently prompted by what 
he regards as the Yippie's misbehavior on a trip to Canada 
in September. 

"When told that Hoffman planned to resist a border stop, 
the Immigration Minister replied: 'I don't know what he means by 
that, but if he chooses, to flaunt the law, then he will see how 
well our enforcement of it is.' 

"Hoffman declared he was just as prepared for possible 
Yippie action on the American side of the Peace Bridge today, 
saying 'we have a good active chapter up there, you know. It 
maintains a good border patrol.' 

"He then let loose a broadside at the Canadian 
government, whose action, he said, 'is a disgrace, coming from 
a country that is supposed to have a libertarian attitude.' 

"'I understand from reading the papers that Canada seems 
to have suspended democracy,' he said. 

"♦It's another move for societies that supposedly 
believe in free speech, and it's something that happens regularly 
here in the States and is now happening in the 51st state, which 
*ls Canada. 
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The "New Yo^k Post" In its January 15, 1971 Issue on 
page 8, contained an article entitled "Abbie Thwarted At Border . 

This article which is datelined "Buffalo (AP)" stated 
in part as follows: 

"Abbie Hoffman, the Chicago Seven defendant and founder 
of the Yippie movement, was thwarted in his bid to enter Canada 
over the Peace Bridge linking Buffalo with Fort Erie, Ontario. 

"Canadian Immigration officials questioned Hoffman 
yesterday for more than an hour, the drove him back to the United 
States side of the span, where he"cle are d United States Customs 
and Immigration without incident. 

M He Had Misbehaved 

"Canadian officials at the bridge refused to comment 
on why Hoffman was denied admittance but they acted in accordance 
with a ruling Tuesday by Immigration Minister Otto Lang barring 
his entry. 

"'Mr. Hoffman didn't behave himself particularly well 
the last time he was here, 1 Langesaid. t >. 

"After his experience yesterday, the bushy-haired 
Hoffman complained that he had been given the runaround by 
Canadian officials. 

"'They told me to go back where I came from, i They

organize a San Francisco chapter of YIP and to introduce AH2E HOFFMAf 
.to prospective members. 
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The leadership of the meeting was then turned over 
to HOFFMAlf. HOFFMAN explained that it was his belief that YIP 
should be organized around local chapters who were 
responsible to a national headquarters. He stated that he 
personally felt that YIP should strive to obtain national 
scope and national recognition. HOFFMAN continually stressed 
the importance of organization to achieve the Party's goals. 
HOFFMAN stated that he and other YIP leaders were contemplating 
the organization of a rational YIP newspaper. . 

HOFFMAN stressed to those in attendance the advantages 
of displaying the YIP flag at rallies and demonstrations so as 
to give high school and college students a flag to identify with 
which is opposed to the United States flag. 

HOFFMAN stressed the potential for power that could 
be gained from the organization of various youth groups 
and from the organization of the entire youth culture. 

HOFFMAN displayed a building stone which he identified 
as a portion of the Federal Building in Minneapolis, Minnesota, 
which had been recently bombed. HOFFMAN stated that stones 
from this explosion had been gathered by Minneapolis youth 
groups and sold to raise money for various legal defense funds. 

After his opening comments, HOFFMAN opened the 
meeting to a discussion session among those in attendance. 
The general topic of this group discussion was the relative 
merit of organizing YIP on the basis of strong local chapters • 
as opposed to a more centralized nationeQ. organization. 
After approximately 1 1/2 hours of discussion, the meeting 
degenerated into disorganized arguing. HOFPMAN then canvassed 
the group for persons who were available to assist in the 
organization of a San Francisco chapter of YIP. Several 
persons indicated they were available aud desired to assist 
in this task. CATHY PEARL and PAMELA GARRETT explained 
that assistance was needed and that YIP had opened an office 
at .86 - 3rd Street, San Francisco, but that the office was 
presently unoccupied and had no furniture or telephone. 
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j Approximately 70 persons attended this evening's 

conference. During the conference, PAMELA GARRETT stated 

that the space the group was currently using, which consisted 

of second floor office space built within the structure 

of Pier 42, was currently beirjg leased by the San Francisco 

Local Development Corporation, GARRETT stated that she was employed 

by this firm and had secured permission to use its space 

for this meeting. She stated that there was no connection 

between her employer and YIP.

The program was held during the approximate hours 
of 8:30 PM through 11:30 PM.

The audience booed 
heartily when KENNEDY made this announcement. While speaking, 
KENNEDY was holding in his hand a piece of stone that came from the 
Federal Building in Minneapolis. KENNEDY stated that HOFFMAN had 
brought this stone to Sanfer^ncisco.

It was, it was two days late, but, that's the 
way it goes, you know, long fuse. But, we 1 re learning better 
living from chemistry, you see, It f s a slogan. And, what 
goes up doesn ! t necessarily have to come down, the way Isaac 
Newton taught us in the fourth grade. And the Weathermen in 
New York definitely proved that fact that police station ain't 
never coming down again. 

"Well, we came into San Francisco, and we drove 
down the coastline on a tourist trip visiting all the oil 
slicks along the way. Seven (obscene) oil slicks we saw ail 
the way down here, I mean, the pigs really ought to take care 
of the Pacific Ocean a little better, cause actually there 
are only two others like it in the whole world... 

"I was on trial in Chicago, did you hear about it, 
huh? Oh, you did? Yeah. We sort of felt we should have got 
the Academy Award for that trial, I mean, not John Wayne 
and those (obscene). I mean, if they were, if they vf^re pot- 
heads making decisions in Hollywood, as well as Washington, 
you know, instead of lush whiskey drinkers, we would 1 ve won 
the Academy Award for sure. 

"Well, it was a strange trial. We were on trial 
under Anti-Riot Act, twenty-one- ,one-, twenty-one,ten I think 
it 1 s called. Strom Thurmond passed it as a memorial tribute 
to Martin Luther King. It was attached on to Open Housing 
Act, and it's, it f s only fitting in 1984 that we be tried 
under a civil rights act. And. it's called the anti-riot 
clause of the civil rights act, and a niot is defined as 
an act or threat of violence by one or more people in a crowd 
of three or more. Probably happened here about seven or 
eight times, but you have to be smoking what General Mitchell 
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t fcnd those other people in Washington, those other Philistines, 
are smoking in order to recognize a riot and know one when 
you see one. Then it's well, you see we 'crossed state lines, 
I guess. I guess that f s the only you can d6 it nowadays. 

n But anyway, all of a sudden, everyone knew what 
happened in Chicago. I mean, people here, the whote world 
was watching, the hectic week, and everybody knew it was 
Mayor Daley, and the Neanderthals in Chicago that run that 
city. And the police you know, were responsbile for the 
blood and the riots that flowed in the streets of Chicago. 
Even the government's own official investigation committee, 
the Walker, Walker Commission, determined that it was a police 
riot. 

"So you see there is no court in America where you 
can put Mayor Daley and those other people on trial. In 
fact they had eight policemen to b&ance the eight of us, tried 
too. They thought that was a semblance of justice. But within 
one or two months after our trial happened, every single policeman 
was let free. One policeman had, had sent one newsman to the 
hospital with twenty- four stitches in his head. There were 
photos, movies of this event, and the judge said, well, we gotta 
dismiss the charge because the newsman called him a (obscene) 
and he did what any redblooded American would do, sent him to 
the hospital. Right on said the judge and out goes the (obscene) 
cop. . • 

"That's what political trials are about. You're 
on trial for who you are, not for what you did. Ever. No 
matter what it is. Wearing a shirt, you know , even killing. 
Because murder, murder in this country, if you have a uniform 
is legal. You wear costumes or run around naked, like us, 
it f s a crime. But if you have a uniform, it 1 s legal. So that, 
always remember, it's not what's happening, it's who's doing 
the what that counts in American Courts.^ That's called Justice • 

"Lennie Bruce once said that in the halls of 
justice in America the only Justice is out in the (obscene) 
halls. And that's right cn, that's for a fact in America. Kotody 
can get a fair trial in America. Every trial is a political 
trial. Remember that. If you go in the (obscene) jail, we 
went in the jail to have our (obscene) heads Slaved, that's wh5' I'v< 
got long hair, that's the only reason for having short hair, in 
America, is either you're a pig or you got your head (obscene) 
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Shaved by the Nazi Storm Troopers. That's why* Because it is 
a symbol, it is a symbol of the free life that we want in the 
future j free life, free as hair. Oh yes, IJree. Let it grow. All 
this, all this has grown in three weeks. And it ain't from 
Geritol.

According to the official newspaper of the Black 
Panther Party (BPP) f the BPP was started during December, 
1966, in Oakland, California, to organize black people so 
they can take control of the life, politics, and the destiny 
of the black community. It was organized by BOBBY G # SEALE, 
BPP Chairman, and HUEY P. NEWTON, Minister cf Defense, BPP . 

The official newspaper, called "The Black Panther," 
regularly states that the BPP advocates the use of ?uns and 
guerrilla tactics in iis revolutionary program to end oppression 
of the black people. Residents oi the black ccr^aunity are 
urged to ara themselves ag^ir^t tho police who are consistently 
referred to as "piss" who should bo i:iiicd. 

The novspapfrr, in its Issue of September 7 f 1C6S, 
had an article by the ti.rn Mini^t-jr of fcducn t ion , GT.0R0E 
MUHRAY. This article cnCcd wiuh th',; f ollc*-ui i< : 

"Clack mc-n . Black people, colored persons of 
America, revolt everywhere! Am yourselves. The only 
culture worth keeping ifi revolutionary culture. Change.

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The November 23 , 1963 , edition of "The New York 
Times" reported that Senator TKO'-ViS J. PODD of Connecticut 
had called FPCC "The chief public relations instrument 
of the CASTRO network in the United Stares."

ABBOTT HOFFMAN was Indicted March 20 f 
1969. for violation of Federal AMI- 
Riot Law for activity during the )968 
Democratic National Convention in 
Chicago, Illinois. HOFFMAN wts found 
guilty and was sentenced to five y^ars 
imprisonment and fined $5 f 000 # On 
February 28, 1970, the United States 
Court of Appeals , Seventh Circuit, 
Chicago, Illinois, ordered that hi* 
be released on $25,000 bond, pending 
appeal. 

ABBOTT HOFFMAN, on February 9, 1971, addressed 
the Dade Coumty Young Lawyers at a luncheon hold at the 
McAllister Hotel, Miami, Florida. 

In his address, HOFFMAN discussed free speech and 
stated it is not generally known but that he is banned in 
between fifteen and twenty states in the country, including 
the M Slst state, Canada 11 , In Canada, he had the unique 
distinction of being the only person deported twice. HOFFMAN 
stated that other than that, we have a system that is based 
on repressive tolerance. We have a free speech but there is 
a "high glut". The average American is exposed to sixteen 
hundred commercials a day, and with such a system built On 
mass communication, the right of free assembly and free press 
has to be re^defined. One has to talk about ways to keep 
communications open to all people. 

HOFFMAN stated he mentioned this because he has 
just written a book that had been rejected by thirty pub- 
lishers on moral grounds.

HOFFMAN continued and stated a couple of years 
ago, he was Invited to the "House Un-American Activities 
Committee" and wore a flag shirt that he had bought in a 
fashionable New York boutique. The police said he was 
under arrest for desecrating the American flag. This was 
Interesting, because that night on the Ed Sullivan Show, 
PHYLLISy DI LLER came on with a flag miniskirt and pranked 
around/ HOFFMAN also said that he was "blacked out^oj/the 
Merv Griffin Show, even though two weeks before, ROT ^ROGERS 
and DAL* EVANS, on Hollywood Playhouse, wore the exact same 
shirts. HOFFMAN said he wore the shirt only as a symbol of 
our attitude toward all the 2,750,000 laws on the books In 
this country. It's not the act, but who's doing the act. 
"It f s not what you do, but who's doing the what," The laws 
are there to protect the power and the property of the people. 

HOFFMAN mentioned the time he returned to Canada 
with two immigration lawyers, because of the case against 
him up there. All of a sudden, it was "Yes, sir," and 
"Welcome back," the royal carpet treatment. When the 
lawyers came through the door, the whole scene changed. 
HOFFMAN remarked, "So you see what's going on." 

HOFFMAN continued by saying that last year at this 
time, he was on trial in Chicago, He stated "they were 
actually sentenced and had the distinction of being 
sentenced before a verdict was returned." The trial was 
so weird and metaphysical, according to HOFFMAN, that not 
even the defendants knew whether they were Innocent or 
guilty. HOFFMAN said It was the usual jury of our peers. 
If you looked at the jurors, you could in no way conclude 
they were from the same planet, let alone from the same 
peers . 

HOFFMAN remarked that he did not know why any* 
body went to Chicago during the convention. H^ vaguely 
recalled it had something to do with criticism of the

political system, Tet the first thing they did in 
selecting the jury was they had to believe in the system 
enough to be registered to vote. HOFFMAN stated it was 
r political trial from the beginning to the end, and 
that there is no w*fcy to have a fair political trial in this 
country. HOFFMAK recalled when Attorney General RAMSEY 
CLARK was to testify. He volunteered to be a defense wit- 
ness. The Government , however, dontended that CLARK would 
tend to prejudice the jury in favor of the defendants. 

HOFFMAN stated that when you tftinic about it, the 
whole world knows that week in Chicago. He said there was 
no court in America where you could put Mayor DALEY and his 
kind of people on trial. He remarked that suppose you 
think Mayor DALEY was responsible, and asked, "Do you think 
any grand jury is going to indict him?" The law is there 
to protect the forces of order, not to guarantee the freedom 
of the people. Until that is changed, there will continue 
to be trials like the one we had In Chicago. 

HOFFMAN stated that in the halls of justice in 
America, the only justice that can be found Is out In 
the hall," and not just the hall, but also the streets, 
that we consider to be our courtroom. "When we were thrown 
in jail, half a million people conspired to cross state 
lines with the intention to incite a riot. The Bank of 
America got burned down and out we came." HOFFMAN mentioned 
that they have no Illusions and that without the massive 
pull, without the demonstrations, they would be sitting in 
the Cook County Jail now*

The March 29, 1971, edition of the "Evening Star", 
a Washington, 0. C. (WDC) daily newspaper, contained an article 
on Page A-4 entitled, "Court Rules Hoffman Didn't Desecrate 
Hag", and written by Barry Kalb. This article stated in part: 

"The U. S. Court of Appeals today ruled that the 
flag-shirt worn by Yippie Abbie" Hoffmen to a 1968 congressional 
hearing did not constitute a desecration of the American flag. 

"Hoffman was arrested outside the Cennon House Office 
building on October 3, 1968, as he was preparing to attend a 
hearing before the House Internal Security Committee: 

"The hearings had been called to investigate the 
disorders surrounding the Democratic National Convention in 
Chicago less than two months earlier. 

"Hoffman was wearing a shirt made of shiny material 
whose design resembled parts of the American Flag. On the 
shirt were pinned two buttons, reading, 'Wallace for President, 
Stand Up for America,' and 'Vote Pig - Yippie in Sixty-Eight.' 

"Judge Charles Fahy, writing the unanimous opinion, 
ruled that congressional intent in writing the bill was clearly 
'to condemn only physical mutilation, defacement or defilement 
of the Flag,' and* that Hoffman's acts did not meet these 
descriptions .

STILLWATER tfl - Ter- 
ming the next two weeks the 
the most critical in the history 
of the antiwar campaign, Yip- 
pie leader Abbie Hoffoan 
Wednesday night predicted 
troop rebellions in Vietnam 
and civil disobedience in 
Washington. 

He urged an audience of 
about 2,500 at Oklahoma State 
University to join scheduled 
antiwar demonstrations in 
May, staging their own demon- 
strations in Stillwater if they 
cannot go to Washington.
